Mr QUAY RESIGNS 


THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE NA 
TIONAL COMMITTEE, 


AND THE BLAINE BLOOM HAS STARTED. 


The National Executive Committee of the 
Republican Party Meet in Washing- 
ton and Starts the Ball, 


WasnHincton, July 29.—[Special.]—The 


agony is over. ‘ 
„Boss Quay and “Blocks of Five“ Dudley 


this evening resigned their respective positions 


as chairman and treasurer of the republican 
national committee, and these resignations 
were accepted and laid on the table, subject to 
the approval of the full committee, which is 
to meet next November to set the time and 
place for holding the next national conven- 
tion. 
WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

The resignations of these two notorious polit- 
ical corruptionists were not presented nor ac- 
cepted in response to the public demand for 
their retirement, por to gratify Harrison, who 
unquestionabiy desired them to step down and 
out. Both Quay and Dudiey detest Harrison, 
and itis not probable that they would play 
into his hands. Neither wou!d the committee, 

which is also solidly against the president. 
The latter is, therefore. in no wise responsible 
for its action this evening. 

There is a big deal behind it somewhere, but 
just what it is no one has as yet ascertained, 
although there are a hundred rumors afloat. 
One thing can be set down, however, as 
Certain, and that is that Quay has, in some 
manner, bettered himself. This leads to the 
Opinion that his resignation, which must be 
acted upon by the ful! committee next fall, is 
simply a “biuff.”’ General Clarkson, who has 
been elected successor to Quay, is a straighout 

Blaine man, and will turn the national com- 
mittee into an active Blaine organization. 
Six months of his management. it is thought, 
may convince the president that Quay is the 
lesser of the two evils, and that he will be 
only too glad, when the full committee meets, 
to come to terms with the Pennsylvania boss, 
and induce him to again place himself at the 
head of the committee. 

WAR TO THE DEATH. 

Another theory, based on the supposition 

that Quay’s resignation ig sincere, is that it 
is a declaration of war tothe death from Quay. 
The control of the committee is surrendered 
into hands as unfriendly as his, and he will be 
in a position to render assistance to the oppo- 
sition fren the outside. 

No matter what motives lead to the res- 
ignations, however, the result is the same. 
The moeting of the national republican com- 
mittee, Which was topped off this evening 
with a gorgeous champagre supper at the ex- 
pense of the outgoing chairman, means the 
formal inauguration of the Blaine boom all 
over the country. Colonel Conger, of Akron, 
Ohio’s member, it is learned on high au- 
thority, brought back word from Bar Harbor 
that Blaine would write no Florence letter of 
declination. This information was com- 
municated to the Blaine cabal and is regarded 
as final. 

IT MEANS BLAINE. 

The Blaine boom is THtifiched: 

The old battle song of 1854, Blaine, Blaine, 
James G. Bla ine,“ will again be heard in the 
land. 

The committee also wrestled with the finan- 
cial condition of the national organization. 
The treasury is bankrupt, and some fifty 
thousand dollars is owing to the members of 
the committee for ad vances.“ Quay’s share 
of this was $10,000 and Dudley’s $7,000. 

Colonel Conger is out about $5,000. 

While discussing the question of ‘‘boodle,” 
some one suggested to Mr. Quay that he ought 
to be able to fry the fat out of the Pennsyl- 
vania manufacturers. To this Mr. Quay re- 
sponded sarcastically that it would not bs 
best, in view of recent events, to try to raise 
any more money in Philadelphia.

. Ohio campaign was as touching as that of the 


drowning Cwsar, Help me, Cassius, or I 
sink. It took the shape of a letter to Secre- 
tary Foster, which was read before the com- 
mittee. 

J. Sloat Fassett, Boss Platt’s lieutenant in 
New York, made a strong plea for a liberal 
amount of cash to be used in the guberna- 
torial campaign in the Empire State, and 
General Clerkson made a similar request for 
Iowa. The general impression seemed to be 
that unless the republicans were liberally sup- 
plied with money in these three states they 
might as well hang their harps on the willows 
and go down by the Euphrates to weep. A 
plan was adopted which, it is believed, will 
supply the necessary cash. 

The Associated Press Account. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The national repub- 
lican executive committee met at the Arling- 
ton hotel, in this city, at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon. Of thirteen members of the committee 
there were present but seven, namely: Chair- 
man Quay, Vice Chairman Clarkson, of Iowa; 
Secretary J. Sloat Fassett, of New York; 
Treasurer W. W. Dudley, of Indiana; Samuel 
Fessenden, of Connecticut ; Garrett A. Hobart, 
of New Jersey, and J. M. Haynes, of Maine. 

The first business before the committee was 
the consideration of the accounts growing ont 
cf the last campaign submitted by Treasuer 
Dudley. 

This proceeding, however, was interrupted 
for a time in order to allow Colonel Scott, of 
Omaha, Neb., fo make a glowing speech in 
favor of holding the next republican’ national 
convention in that city. Mr. Scott had rea- 
sons in plenty to support his argument, based 
largely upon the precarious state of the party 
in the western states adjoining Nebraska, 
which might be improved by the infusion of 
party spirit engendered by a great national 
convention in the neighborhood. The matter 
was reforred to the general committee, and the 
executive committee resumed consideration 
of the treasurer’s accounts. 

A large mass of correspondence was laid be- 
fore the committee by the chairman and sec- 
retary for discussion. Many active politicians 
in different parts of the country had sugges- 
tions to make and conclusions to draw from 
the outcome of the last congressional election. 
Some pointed out the dangers of the alliance 
movement in their states, and submitted in- 
genuous plans to meet its threatened inroads 
on the republican party’s strength, and others 
referred to various grievances and causes of 
Aissatisfaction among republicans which 
might be overcome by Proper treatment, 
Particular attention also enlisted in behalf of 
an elaborate table analyzing in detail the last

Some discussion followed as to the time and

QUAY AND DUDLEY RESIGN. 

When the committee met after the recess 
Chairman Quay and Treasurer Dudley both 
tendered their resignations, and the resigna- 
tions were accepted. 

Quay and Dudley resign their membership 
of the committee as well as their offices there- 
in. The resignations were accepted subject to 
the approval of the full republican national 
committee at its next meeting. 

Clarkson was elected chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee aud Hobart was elected vice 
chairman in place of Clarkson, the chairman 


being authorized to selecta treasurer to suc- 
ceed Dudley. 
The committee then adjourned.

COLLECTOR Euknanbr RESIGNS, 


He Is Angry Because of the Action of the 
Treasury Department. 

New Yorx, July 20.—Coliector Ehrhard 
this morning said he had tendered his resigna- 
tion as collector of the port of New York to 
take effect on the 1st of August, the date on 
which eighty or ninety employes, whose 
services have just been dispensed with, will 
also go out. ‘The resignation has been in the 
hands of the president for several weeks, but 
he has taken no ofjicial action on it. 

Collector Ehrhardt has given out,in reply to 
various questions put to him touchipg his 
resignation of the collectorship, the following 
Statement: 

J have resigned because the collector has 
been reduced to the position where he is no 
longer an independent officer with authority 
commensurate with his responsibility. I have 
given bonds for $200,000. I have received for 
the government during the twenty months 
last past $522,697,135.40, and I am at all times 
personally responsible for enormous values in 
money and merchandise. My duties are 
necessarily performed through about 
fifteen hundred employes. I am not 
willing to continue to be responsible 
for their conduct unless I can have proper 
authority over them. The recent policy of the 
treasury department hasbeen to control the 
details of the customs administration at the 
portof New York from Washington, at the 
dictation of private individuals having no 
oficial responsibility. The collector is prac- 
tically deprived of power and control, while he 
is left subject to all responsibility. The office 
is no longer independent, and I am, therefore 
we have separated.“ 

By an order of Secretary Foster, issued 
yesterday, two deputy collectors and about 
eighty clerks and officials of various grades of 
the New York custom house were dismissed, 
and the salaries of others reduced, making a 
reduction in the salary list of about eighty- 
eight thousand dollars annually. Ehrhardt's 
statement refers to this order, without 
mentioning it. 

Fassett Gets the Place. 

CAPE May, N. J., July 29.—The president 
has accepted the resignation of Joel B. Ehr- 
hardt as collector of the port of New York, and 
has designated,d, Sloat Fassett, of Elmira, Ne 
V., as his successor.

A DEAL IN IOWA. 


The Republicans and Prohibitionists Said 
to Have Made a Trade. 

Des Mornrs, Ia., July 29.— Within the past 
few days facts have drifted to the surface in 
Iowa politics which would not render it sur- 
prising if the prohibition ticket were with- 
drawn from the field. If thisstep is not taken 
it will be because of 30,000 anti-prohibition re- 
publican votes the latter party will be afraid 
of losing if it shoulders the prohibition burden 
outright. That negotiations have been pend- 
ing for some time between the republican and 
prohibition leaders, looking toward an amal- 
gamation of the two parties, none deny. 

A circular has been issued by Thomas 
Orwig, the acknowledged leader of the prohibi- 
tionists, in which he attempts to feel the public 
pulse by praising the republican party, and 
hinting that in view of the fact that the repub- 
licans have jn times past assisted the prohibi- 
tionists all in their power, a return of the com- 
pliment would now bein order. His circular 
is now the topic of conversation in the cam- 
paign, and it has led thé democratic press of 
the state to make the bold assertion that the 
republicans have sold their party to the cold-

PEFFER’S PREDICTION 


That the People’s Party Will Elect Their 
National Ticket. 

SuLPuHuUR Sprinas, Tex., July 29.—Senator 
Peffer was orator at the farmers’ encampment 
last night. More than four thousand people 
were present. Peffer wanted the government 
to loan people money at 1 per cent to lift $9,- 
000,000 mortgages, and to pullthe teeth and 
close the mouth of the red dragon in Wall 
street. He proposed to do this with the fiat 
money issued directly tothe people who had 
mortgaged their homes, His speech lasted 
two hours, and he closed by saying the people’s 
party would finally elect the president, con- 
gress and senate, and if the supreme court was 
not with them they would make another. 


THE TENNESSEE LEGISLATURE

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 29.—[Special.]—

He said 
he would refer the whole question of the re- 
moval of the penitentiary from the city of 
Nashville and the erection of new buildings, 
the regulation of the penitentiary, its man- 
agement by lessees and the regulation of con- 
viet labor, in order that the legislature might 
have the fullest scope in acting in the matter.

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TAKE LATEST FROM CHILE. 


The Steamer Montserrat Brings News from 
‘the Turbulent Republic. 

San FRAncisco, July 29.—The steamer 
Montserrat, which left here a few months ago 
with a cargo of provisions for Chile, returned 
this morning with a cargo of nitrate, which 
she found no difficulty in obtaining at Pisaqua, 
where the mines are mostly in the hands of 
English capitalists and are being worked to 
their utmost capacity. Captain Hughes, of 
the Montserrat, says that much of the infor- 
mation received in this country con- 
cerning affairs in Chile has been erro- 
neous and sensational. There has been 
no fighting to speak of for three months. In 
summing up the situation, Captain Hughes 
says that the insurgents are sadly in need of 
generals and admirals, most of the generals 
who conducted the brilliant campaign against 
Peru being off in Europe. There seems to be 
no prospect of an immediate settlement unless 
Bal maceda forces one by aid of the new vessels | 
now en route tothe scene of the conflict from 
Europe, which, if they reach Chile without 
falling into the hands of the insurgents, will 
undoubtedly turn the tide of battle in favor of 
Balmaceda. 


A BUILDING COLLAPSES 


Men Are Killed and Eight 
Injured. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 28.—The puddling de- 
partment of the Frankstown mill on Second 
avenue collapsed this morning, killing four 
men and injuring eight others. The men were 
engaged in erecting the building, when the 
supports gave way and the entire structure 
came down with a crash. The killed are 
Michael Manning, B. Carkin, George Lemon. 
Injured: J. Parker, George Barker, F. Smith, 
who are doing well. A number of others 
were Slightly hurt. 

The building was 193 feet long by 106 feet 
wide and constructed ef brick and iron. At 
the time of the accident forty-two men were

were engaged in hoisting an immense iron 
truss, when it toppled over, and, striking an 
iron beam, knocked the iron girders out. The 
immense structure at once fell together witli 
an awful crash, burying nearly all the men in 
the ruins. The loss wil be heavy. 


THE CREDITORS MEET 


And Agree Upon a Plan of Saving Them- 
selves. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 29.—[Special.]— 
There was a largely attended meeting of the 
creditors of the Nashville Savings bank to- 
night, at which it was proposed to settle on the 
following terms: Twelve and one-half per 
cent in cash, and 373 per cent to be paid as 
soon as certain real estate can be sold. The 
remaining 50 per cent is to be secured 
by coal and iron stocks that are 
now very low, but sure to advance. As soon 
as they can be sold at a price that will pay 
this 50 per cent, they aro to be disposed of, and 
the entire indebtedness settled. A committee 
was appointed to investigate the bank’s assets, 
and report whether the proposition is a fair 
one. It will probably be accepted. The in- 
debtedness is about six hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. In case of a settlement, 
the bank will resume, 


A CLOUDBURST IN NEVADA. 


Austin Suffers from the Rushing Waters. 
People Fleeing to High Places. 

Austin, Nev., July 29.—This town was vis- 
ited by a cloudburst yesterday and great dam- 
age was done. Waters rushing from the sum- 
mit of the mountains came down Main street, 
wave over wave, carrying everything before it, 
including boulders weighing over a ton. The 
city railway was torn fromits bed, awnings 
torn down, and water mains uprooted from 
three feet under ground. A majority of the 
business houses are filled with three or four 
feet of mud. The streets present the appear- 
ance of a volcanic eruption, The damage is 
$10,000. The waters receded in three hours, 
but the indications are that another flood will 
come and the people are ready to flee to the 
hills at a moment’s notice.

SHOT TO DEATH. 


A White Man Tied Up, Carried to the Woods, 
and Shet Dead. 

BremiInGuHaM, Ala., July 29.—[{Specia!.]}—Just 
outside of the corporate limits of Blocton last 
night, two shots were heard. This afternoon, 
in a strip of woods there, some children found 
the body of a man. Investigation showed 
that the man was Henry Smith, a highly re- 
spectable citizen of a neighboring village. A 
Winchester cartridge shell was found near the 
corpse, and a short distance away was a piece 
of rope. One bullet had gone through his 
head and another through his shoulder. On 
the wrist were the marks of the rope, showing 


their victim, and taken him to the spot and 
shot him to death. No motive for the crime 
has been discovered. Smith’s faithful dog 
lay whining by the dead body of its master 
and refused to leave. 
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AN AMERICUS MAN 


Falla Among Thieves in Birmingham, and 
Is Badly Disfigured. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 29.—[ Special. At 
an early hour this morning H. W. Burton, of 
Americus, Ga., is lying up with a broken nose 
and a badly disfigured body. He was a 
stranger in town, and last night a nice-looking 
map took him in by offering to show him a 
good boarding house. While on the way the 
young man’s two confederates sprang on him 
from a dark place, and all three joined in 
hammering him till he was senseless. They 
took his $5 and left him fordead. Subse- 
quently he came to and crawled off to the 
nearest house. The locality was thickly pop- 
ulated. Burton says he heard them discussing 
what to do with his dead body before he lost 
consciousness. 


THEY SAW THE CIRCUS PARADE, 


And a Sneak Thief Got His Work In on 
the Bank. 

Soa Harpor, N. V., July 29.—While the 
clerks in the Pecenic bank were looking at a 
circus parade today, a sneak thief entered the 
bank, pocketed a package of currency containk 
ing $3,500 and escaped, leaving no clue to his 
identity.

Curiosity 
overcame the watcher, and he also went to 
the window. The thief siezed the opportunity 
and the package of cash at the same time.

THE FUNERALS AT ST. 


MANDE. 


Burials of the Victims of the Horrible Rail- 
road Catastrophe. 

Paris, July 29. — Immense crowds of 
people, estimated at 25,000, gathered this aft- 
ernoon at St. Mande to witness the funerals of 
the victims of the terrible railroad disaster of 
Sunday last. The crowds were so great that 
it required the presence of the prefect of the 
department of the Seine and a strong detach- 
ment of troops to keep the route of procession 
clear. There were twenty-four hearses’ in 
black line, which led from the town hall to 
the cemetery, and thousands of mourners fol- 
lowed the bodies to the grave. 

One would have imagined that some terri- 
ble scourge or ravages of war had suddenly 
swept away a portion of the inhabitants of 
St. Mande and its neighborhood. All the 
people were in mourning. All the houses 
were draped with crepe emblems, half-masted 
flags and other signs of general mourning 
The entire scone was harrowing in the ex- 
treme. 

Previous to the interment of the bodies, a 
letter from the archbishop of Paris, express- 
ing sympathy with the bereaved ones, was 
read by the mayor, who, with the prefect of 
the Seine, had charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments.

The Southern Loan and Investment Com- 
pany Ousted from Massachusetts. 
Boston, Mass., July 29.— The commissioner 
of foreign mortgage corportions has notified 
the Southern Loan and Investment Company 
of Richmond, Va., thatin consequence of its 
unsatisfactory report of last year’s busi- 
ness and the failure to answer certain ques- 
tions recently propounded by him, he was 
obliged to consider its business hazardous to 
public interests, and therefore the company 
must cease to do business in Massachusetts. 
The failure on the part of the company to 
comply with this request will be followed by 
prosecution. The company was incorporated 
last October with an authorized capital of 
$1,000,000, of which was paid in cash only 
$1,900, and about one hundred and fifty-nine 
thousand in lands, services, etc.“ The com- 
pany professed to have offices in Boston and 
Springfield. Its principal business so far has 
been standing behind the New England Co- 
operative Land Company, whose advertise- 
ments were recently thrown out of the United 
States mails under the anti-Jottery law. 
The commissioner has also called upon {the 
Columbian International Investment Com- 
pany, with headquarters in Boston, to discon- 
tinue its business of selling bonds to be re- 
deemed in numerical order.

Osnorn, Ga., July 20.—[Specia).]—While 
200 people were assembled at Lower High- 
tower church, near here in Towns county, 
on last Sunday, a stroke of lightning fell 
mear the church, and glancing from the 
ground where it first struck, proceeded to 
play havoe with the congregation.

Benches were upset 
end the floor was covered with people, 
variously affected by the stroke. Some 
were knocked senseless, while others had 
Weir clothes and shoes torn from their 
bodies.

Nearly every one 
in the congregation has marks where the 
lightning touched.

Many of the congregation found holes 
durned in their clothes, some of the gar- 
ments looking as if a load of shot had 
been through them.

A horse, which was standing on 
the oppdsite side of the church from where 
the lightning first struck, was killed out- 
wight.

The total production of coal in these states 
in 1889 is reported at 11,649,266 short tons, 
valued at $10,943,089.

detail the remarkable increase in production

NUMBER OF MORTGAGES, 

The count of farm and home transcripts, 
made in accordance with the mortgage col- 
lective clause of the census act, has been com- 
pieted by the census office. The figures are 
subject to slight modification. There were 
returned by enumerators 2,491,930 farms and 
houses occupied by owners which are en- 
cumbered by mortgages. This number in- 
oludes some farms and homes about which the 
enumerators made no report, and which be- 
long partly to the class of hired and partly to 
the class of owned free, as well as partly to the 
class of owned and encumbered. Until this 
unknown quantity, due to the failure of the 
enumerators,is estimated,it may be regarded as 


approximately true that 2,125,000 families of 


the 12,500,000 families of the United States oc- 
cupy and own encumbered farms and homes 
and that 10,125,000 families occupy farms an 
homes that are either hired or owned free. 
The proportion of hired and owned free 
homes and farms will be known when the pop- 
ulation division completes the count of re- 
turns pertaining to them. Preliminary results 
indicate that the average debt for farms in 
Lowa is 81,238; homes, $719; average for farm 
and home, $1,140. 
II this average holds good for the union the 
encumbrance on farms and homes of the 
United States occupied by owners is about 
$2,565,000, The success of this investiga- 
tion, Superintendent Porter says, has been far 
beyond tbe anticipations of the most experi- 
enced statisticians, and the result will be of 
immense interest and value to the nation.

‘from Sarah Bernhardt in which the great ac- 


tress discloses the fact that she is the identical 
girl, Mrs. Bell’s younger sister, who ran away 
from her home in New York state thirty-nine 
years ago. : 

According to Mr. Keables’s story, Sarah was 
then a sprightly young girl ten years old, and 
was just developing the temper for which she 
hal since become noted. Her true name is 
Sarah King, and she was born on American 
soil, her father, Kingsley King, of French 
and Jewish descent, anda plasterer by occu 
pation, living in Rochester, N. T. Her 
mother and she and the other children lived 
with an aunt, the father’s sister, Mrs. Mary 
Finefield, in Rochester.

Then, toa, were the room or cell 
door—call it which you please—lelt.open, the 
prisoner would find just the same trouble to 
gain his freedom as though he were in the 
Hill cell. 

True, the room is larger and more desirable 
than any of those where the common herd of 
law breakers is confined, and when Mr. Ryan 
was consigned to it he began making it as 
comfortable as possible. A single bed, bed- 
ding, washstand and chairs were moved in 
and Mr. Ryan’s first sleep inside the prison 
walls was not a restless ene. The walls were 
not changed and the place was desolate look- 
ing enough. In the adjoining cell are moon- 
shine prisoners and in the hallwayis the 
strongest, heaviest iron cage in the building. 

But today Mr. Ryan may have to move. 

Judge Gober was informed yesterday that 
Mr. Ryan had almost palatial quarters in the 
jail, and that he was not confined among the 
prisoners. This did not please the judge, and 
last night he wrote from his homein Marietta 
to the sheriff of Fulton county, calling his ab 
tention to the language of the order. In the 
common jail” is the language used in the 
order, and when the sheriff receives Judge 
Gober’s letter this morning he will have that 
for the text of his day’s work. 

It is said by parties in Marietta, who know 
the contents of the judge’s letter, and who 
have conversed with him, that he is displeased 
with the disposition of Mr. Ryan by the 
sheriff. 

It is claimed that Mr. Ryan’s apartments, 
though the best in the jatl, are inferior to a 
dungeon of any jail in the eastern states. 

Night before last, Mr. Ryan was given a 
serenade, and was shown every possible atten- 
tion. Yesterday he received only a few 
friends, his relatives and attorneys, and with 
these only heconversed. Throughoutthe day 
he had many callers, but all were denied ad- 
mission, and, without a pass from Sheriff 
Morrow, no one could enter.

LEOTURES. 


She Entertained a Large Audience at Prohi- 
bition Hall, 

Mrs. Dr. W. H. Felton lectured last night 
at Prohibition hall, 654 Alabama street, The 
lecture was delivered under the auspices of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 

Before Mrs. Felton reached the hall, its 
large seating capacity was well filled with an au- 
dience anxious to hear the address of this Geor- 
gia woman noted for her brilliant intellectual 
attainments, for her devotion to the cause she 
espouses, and for her life of charity. 

When Mrs. Felton entered the hall; she 
was greeted with prolonged applause, the 
audience immediately recognizing the gray- 
haired, sweet-faced woman who has been so 
often seen beside the well-known form of the 
sage of Bartow. 

After singing “How firm a foundation ye 
saints of the Lord, and prayer by the Rev. 
George McGee, in afew well-chosen words 
the speaker was introduced by Colonel C. R. 
Pringle. 

Mrs. Felton began by thanking Colonel 
Pringle for his kind words of praise. 

She then asked the attention and considera- 
tion of the audience, not to woman’s suffrage, 
but to motherhood as related to the license 
system, claiming that there could be no higher 
right than the right of mothers tospeak for 
sober husbands for themselves, sober husbands 
for their daughters, and, above all, that their 
sons might be sober men. 

The forces and influences that led to her ap- 
pearing on the lecture platform were touched 
on in a brief sketch of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, and its objects and aims 
were given. 

The lecturer then took up the influence of 
the liquor traffic on the mothers and daughters 
of the land. 

Pathetically and touchingly was the stéry 
told of a woman whose heart was broken, and 
from whose life all sunshine had given place 
to shadow, through the curse of being tied for 
life to a drunken husband. The distress of a 
mother’s heart over the ruin and disgrace of a 
son, was graphically pictured. Every phase 
where the liquor traffic touched the 
life of the women of the land and 
brought sorrow, suffering and sin was 
described. Houses of ill-fame, gambling, 
were said to follow in the wake of licensed 
rum shops. 

On the social status of man and woman, the 
lecturer condemned that system of society 
which condoned the offense and permitted the 
man to be received and courted in the high 
circles of te, aud to marry a _ virtuous 
woman, while the outcast alone treaded the 
wine press of sorrow. 

To those who condemned women appearing 
in public on the lecture platform as interfer- 
ing with their maternity, Mrs. Felton several 
times slightly alluded, each allusion being 
greeted with applause.

A Number of Aggravated Criminal Cases

Joe Nealy Lushard, colored, is in jail, 
charged with walking off with a bridle. 
He had not gone far before it was dis- 
covered that a horse had in some way 
gotten tangled up in the bridle. 
This did not bother Joe at all; he went right 
onand the horse could not do otherwise. 
This happened about two years ago. Joe was 
arrested, but his father went on his bond, and 
that was the last of Joe until he was arrested 
on a bench warrant by Sheriff Bailey in 
Liberty county a few days since. From what 
Joe tells the sheriff, the horse was only 
borrowed and not stolen. No, me never 
teef him atall; me borrow him, and neber 
took him wid contentment to steal.’’ Joe 
Nealy Lushard will probably find out at the 
next term of court that borrowing and swap- 
ping him off or selling him, is an aggravated 
case of horse stealing, and is punishable by a 
long term in the penitentiary.

On their way home in, passing over the 
mountains in North Caroling on a turnpike 
road, the boys, all of whom were armed with 
guns, scattered through the woods to hunt 
game while the teams were following the 
windings of the road. . 

THE SEARCH FOR THE LOST COMPANION. 

One of the boys, George McLanahan, got 
lost and after the others had waited a good 
while and could hear nothing of him Jep vol- 
unteered to go back and hunt for him. 
He followed the road back about 
three miles, and coming to a path that led off 
down the mountain, Jep supposed that George 
had taken that path, and immediately set out 
along it himself.

what we want. Give us an abundance of it.“

The Money Sharks and the South. 

The closing paragraphs of our special dis- 
patches from New York, printed in Tun 
CONSTITUTION yesterday, contain some in- 
formation that is of great interest to the peo- 
ple of the sonth and west. ‘We reproduce 
the paragraphs here, in order to give’ them 
the emphasis which belongs to them: 


In the same connection may be mentioned the 
well-grounded suspicion that there is in this city 
a conspiracy against the sovth—a conspiracy to 
delay the industrial development of that section. 
and, whenever possible, to prevent the investment 
of monay there in any enterprise. The cousptfacy 
is gad to have originated by the promoters of 
large land and investment schemes in the west. 
Of course the resources of the south are now too 
well known for that section to suffer very much 


‘| ‘from such a conspiracy, but, at the same time, it

would be possibié to prevent the investment of 
large sums of money there. 

‘Another feature of the present financial situa- 
sion in New Vork is probably of more interest in 
the south at present than the fluctuation of rail- 
road ees This eity is supposed to furnish)the 
money to move the crops of the country every 
year. Last year the amount of money shipped to 
intertor pofnts for the purpose of handling the 
crops of the country was $35,000,000. It is esti- 
mated that befween forty and fifty million dol- 
lars grill be asked for this year, but the New York 
banks will not be able to furnish as much as they 
did in 1890. In the west money to move crops is 
needed sooner than it isin the south. The wheat 
crop is ready for market some time ahead of cot- 
ton. The south will have toeuffer on account of 
the shortage, of money this time. The west, want- 
ing the money first, will get all it needs, and the 
seuth must get along with what is left. The presi- 
dent of one of the banks here stated the other day 
‘that, by the time the west was supplied with all 
the money wanted, the amount leit available for 
the south would probably be five to seven millions 
less than that section received last year. 

This information is exceedingly interest- 
ing, and, taken in connection with other 
threats, manifestations and developments, 
it decomes highly important. A conspiracy 
against the south! Mr. Edward Atkinson 
knew what he was talking about when he 
informed the people through Tue Consti- 
TUTION that the money barons of the north 
aud east, in defending the profits and ad- 
vantages which acerue to them through re- 
publican financial legislation and the demon- 
etization of silver, would not hesitate to 
squeeze the south. According to Mr. At- 
kinson, these money barons and lords of tlie 
treasury, having control of the available 
currency of the.country, propose to inaugu- 
rate a financial boycott against the south 
because the masses of the people here are in 
favor of restoring silver to its old place in 
our currency. 

This boycott is said to be already on, and 
the money barons, controlling the banks, 
which control the business men, who prac- 
tically control the northern and eastern 
newspapers, have already begun to put their 
machinery in motion. We see, as a proof of 
it, Mr. Edward Atkinson’s proclamation, the 
persistent attacks in some of the New York 
newspapers on southern investments, and 
the arrangements which are now making to 
shut off the supply of the currency necessary 
to move the cotton crop. The situation is 
such that the associated banks and their de- 


pendents can easily carry on the boycott, and 


give as a reason the scareity of currency. The 
results of republican ‘financial legislation, 
which has so contracted the currency that 
there is not-enough to go around when the 
time comes for moving the crops, enable the 
‘banks to control matters as they will. They 
can manipulate the curreney 30 as to create 
a money famine in the south, and they will 
have no difficulty whatever in embarrassing 
the business interests of any section which 
may happen to excite their displeasure. 

They displayed their power in 1873, 
When, having successfully brought about the 
demonetization of silver, they indueed Hugh 
McCullough, who was then secretary ef the 
treasury, to try the extraordinary experiment 
of withdrawing the eight hundred and fifty 
‘millions-of 7.50 bonds which were used as 
money. Following the demonetization of 
silver and ‘this terrific contraction of the 
currency, came the crash of 1873, and the 
spoliation of the people by the money sharks 
seemed to be complete. But it was far from 
complete. The prafits of that terrible period 
which poured into the vaults of the money 
sharks only made them hungry fer more. 
Since that time they have been pinching 
away at the volume of currency, tinkering 
with legislation, holding the republican 
party firmly to its corrupt practices, and do- 
ing all in their power to pretipitate another 
panic. They are not satisſted with the huge 
profits they are grinding out of the people 
day by day, but they desire to bring about a 
condition of affairs. which will repeat the 
spoliation of 1878. 

We refer to the power of the money sharks 
and to their threats in order to ingist that 
such a condition of things cannot be toler- 
ated for any length of time in a free coun- 
try. Werefer to the situation, and shall 
continue to refer to it, in order to show why 
the people — the farmers and working men of 
the country—are moving for relief and re- 
dress. The financial boyeott of the south 
cannot materially add to the ills and burdens 
which bave already been fastened on 
them. There is no remedy to be found ex- 
cept in the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and the most sweeping financial re- 
foxins.

sonaligsm must be paramount to any personal pre- 
dilection or antipathies of your own. 

Understand that it is not the business of a news- 
paper to promote by indirect methods, by the dis- 
tortion, suppression or misinterpretation of facts 
or opinions any creed, race, social, partisan or 
factiona) interest. 

If you would .round out your facnities 80 as to 
be useful in journaliem, read the best literature in 
as many languages as you can; study those 
sciences that most involve the welfare of man- 
kind; closely scan the progress of all.natious, all 
arts and industries, and crystallize your knowl- 
edge so as to be ready, trustworthy and effective. 

Realize that journalism is a business, not an 
ideality; and whén you visit newspaper offices 
have business .there, do it promptly and bid a 
polite good day. 

It would be impossible to condense in 250 
words a better summary of what should be 
taught in a school of journalism. 

According to this sensible and practical 
advice, a man must be able to make himself 
a journalist; no outside aid can do it for 
him. 

Many of our ambitious young readers are 
in need of just such advice as is so pointedly 
set forth in these paragraphs from The 
Herald, They cannot doa better thing than 
to cut ows the whole business and paste it in 


their hats.

The Money Sharks and the South. 
The closing paragraphs of our special dis- 


patches from New York, printed in Tun 


CONSTITUTION yesterday, contain some in- 
formation that is of great interest to the peo- 
ple of the south and west. We reproduce 
the paragraphs here, in order to give: them 
the emphasis which belongs to them: 


In the same connection may be mentioned the 
well-grounded suspicion that there is in this ei ty 
a conspiracy against the sovth—a conspiracy to 
delay the industrial development of that section. 
and, whenever possible, to prevent the mvestment 
of monty there in any enterprise. The cousptracy 
is aid to have originated by the promoters of 
large land and investment schemes.in the west. 
Of course the resources of the.south are now teo 


well known for that section to suffer very much 
‘| ‘from such a conspiracy, but, at the same time, it 


would be possibié to prevent the investment of 
large sums of money there. 

‘Another feature of the present financial situa- 
éion in New York is probably of more interest in 
the south at present than the fluctuation of rail- 
road shares. This city is supposed to furnish the 
money to move the crops of the country every 
year. Last year the amount of money shipped to 
interior ponts for the purpose of handling the 
crops of the country was $35,000,000. It is esti- 
mated that between forty and fifty million dol- 
lars will be asked for this year, but the New York 
banks will not be able to furnish as much as they 
did in 1890. In the west money to move crops is 
needed sooner than it isin the south. The wheat 
crop is ready for market some time ahead of cot- 
ton. The south will have toeuffer on account of 
the shortage, of money this time. The west, want- 
ing the monéy first, will get all it needs, and the 
south must.getalong with what is left. The presi- 
dent.of one of the banks here stated the other day 
that, by the time the west was supplied with all 
the money wanted, the amount leit avaiable for 
the south would probably be 3 ve to seven millions 
less than that section received last year. 

This information is exceedingly interest- 
ing, and, taken in connection with other 
threats, manifestations and developments, 
it becomes highly important. A conspiracy 
against the south! Mr. Edward Atkinson 
knew what he was talking about when he 
informed the people through TE CoNs r- 
TUTION that the money barons.of the north 
aud east, in defending the profits and ad- 
vantages which acerue to them through re- 
publican financial legislation and the demon- 
etization of silver, would not hesitate to 
squeeze the south. According to Mr. At- 
kinson, these money barons and lords of tlie 
treasury, having control of the available 
currency of the country, propose to inaugu- 
rate a financial boycott against the south 
beeause the masses of the people here are in 
favorof restoring silver to its old place in 
our currency. 

This boycott is said to be already on, and 
the money barons, controlling the banks, 
which control the business men, who prac- 
tically control the northern and eastern 
newspapers, have already begun to put their 
machinery in motion. We see, as a proof of 
it, Mr. Edward Atkinson’s proclamation, the 
persistent attacks in some of the New York 
newspapers on southern investments, and 
the arrangements which are now making to 
shut off the supply of the currency necessary 
to move the cotton crop. The situation is 
tzuch that the associated banks and their de- 
pendents can easily carry on the boycott, and 
give as a reason the scareity of currency. The 
results of republican financial legislation, 
which has so contracted the currency that 
there is not enough to go around when the 
time comes for moving the crops, enable the 
banks to control matters as they will. They 
can manipulate the curreney 80 as to create 
a money famine in the south, and they will 
have no difficulty whatever in embarrassing 
the business interests of any section which 
may happen to excite their displeasure, 

They displayed their power in 1873, 
When, having successfully brought about the 
demonetization of silver, they indueed Hugh 
McCullough, who was then secretary ef the 
treasury, to try the extraordinary experiment 
of withdrawing the eight hundred and fifty 
millions-of 7.30 bonds which were used as 
money. Following the demonetization of 
silver and ‘this terrific contraction of the 
currency, came the crash of 1873, and the 
spoliation of the people by the.money sharks 
seemed to be complete. But it was far from 
complete. The profits of that terrible period 
which poured into the vaults of the money 
sharks only made them hungry for more. 
Since that time they have been pinching 
away at the volume of currency, tinkering 
with legislation, holding the republican 
party firmly to its corrupt practices, and do- 
ing all in their power to precipitate another 
panic.

Realize that if you are employed on a newspaper 
your adhesion to its policy of ‘fairness and imper- 
sonalism must be paramount to any personal pre- 
dilection or antipathies of your own. 

Understand that it is not the business of a news- 
paper to promate by indirect methods, by the dis- 
tortion, suppression or misinterpretation of facts 
or opinions any creed, race, social, partisan or 
factional] interest. 

If you would round out your faculties so as to 
be useful in journaliem, read the best literature in 
aS many languages as you can; study those 
sciences that most involve the welfare of man- 
kind; closely scan the progress of all natieus, all 
arts and industries, and erystallize your knowl- 
edge so as to be ready, trustworthy and effective. 

Realize that journalism is a business, not an 


ideality; and when you visit newspaper offices: 
have business there, do it promptly and bid a. 


polite geod day. 

It would be impossible to condense in 250 
words a better summary of what should be 
taught in a school of journalism. 

According to this sensible and practical 
advice, a man must be able to make himself 
a journalist; no outside aid can do it for 
him. 

Many of our ambitious young readers are 
in need of just such advice as is so pointedly 
set forth in these paragraphs from The 
Herald. They cannot do a better thing than 
to cut ou the whole business and paste it in 
their hats.

How the General Management of the Big 
System Will Be Situated in the Kiser 
Building—Other Rallroad News. 


The general officers of the Richmond and 
Danville Railroad Company spent yesterday 
in Atlanta. 

They were here to make the final selection 
of office space in the Kiser building for the 
accommodation of their respective depart- 
ments of the big system. 


It was the first time all the officials have 


been together in Atlanta since this city was 
selected as the general headquarters of the 
Terminal lines. 

The gentiemen here were: 

Major Green, general manager. 

Mr. Sol Haas, traffic manager. 

Colonel James L. Taylor, general passenger

John W. Hall, treasurer. 

M. C. Figg, auditor. 

C. M. Bolton, chief engineer. 

J. P. Minetreo, general purchasing agent. 

C. A. Darlton, superintendent of telegruph. 

Mr. Drake, general freight agent. 

Colonel Wade, superintendent of motive 
power. 

Ma‘or Green and Colonel Taylor arrived in 
the city at 11 o’clock yesterday ‘morning in 
their special car over the Central road from 
Savannah. : 

The other officials came in Tuesday night 
and were in waiting for the arrival of the gen- 
eral manager. 

As stated, the object of the visit was to 
arrange the offices, which are to be removed 
to Atlanta. 

Along with Major Kiser and Mr. Bruce, the 
architect, the railroad men spent the fore- 
noon in going through the building, planning 
the location of the different offices and dis- 
cussing changes in the interior of the building 
mecessary for the convenience of the depart- 
ments. . 

Quite a number of such changes will have 
to be made—the removal of partitions, placing 
of windows and the like. : 

Mr. Pat Calhoun, vice president of the sys- 
tem, also helped in the arrangement of the 
departments. 

Chief Engineer Bolton will remain in At- 
lanta several days, perfeeting details of the 
plans and to see that the work is. pushed toa 
rapid completion. 

Here is the arrangement of the departments: 

The treasury department, under Mr. J. W. 
Hall, will occupy the storeroom at the corner 
of Pryor and Hunter streets. 

On the second floor Hon. Pat Calhoun, vice 
president, with the legal department, will have 
offices. The general purchasing agent's de- 
partment and the superintendent of telegraph 
will also be on the second floor. 

General Manager Green’s office will be on 
the third floor. 

Trafic Manager Haas will also be on the 


third floor, together with the car accouutant's 


office, 
Colonel Taylor, head of the passenger de- 


partment, the general freight and general 


claim agents will occupy the fourth story of 
the building. 


The fifth floor will be used by Chief Engi- | 


meer Bolton and his assistants, by the superin- 
tendent of motive power and the auditor’s de- 
partment. 

As they now stand the rooms are small, ar- 
ranged for use as lawyers’ offices. Partitions 
will, however, be removed, and when these 
modifications are made the building will be 
well adapted to the railroad company’s use. 

“When will we move in?“ said Major 
Green in response to a question. Well, we 
will not move in at all. I have instructed 
Major Bolton, our chief engineer, to have the 
‘offices for myself, the anditing and treasury 
departments ready for occupancy by August 
20th. These offices will be brought here at 

‘that time. 

„The other departments will be removed as 
the offices are gotten in shape to receive them. 
It will take some little time and trouble to ef- 
fect the transfer. We could not do it all at 
once for a number of reasons, but it 
will be done just as expeditiously as possible. 
We are anxious to have the work through so 
we can settle down to business. When once 
we are here we will be able to conduct the 
business of the system more comprehensively, 


and you may rest assured we shall waste no 


time in getting in shape after the building is 
ready to receive us. 


„Major Bolton, the chief engineer, will re- 


main here to expedite matters, As to the 


clerical force we will bring, it will be time 
enough to talk about that when they are here. 


They are all pleased with the prospect of 
coming to Atlanta, and I guess the people of 
Atlanta will give them a hearty welcome.”’

during its delivery. 

Mayor Hemphill’s Weloome. 

Mr. Hemphill spoke of the great vital issues 

, before the people and with which they 

} Were struggling. The financial question was, 

besides, one of prime importance as the con- 

, centration of wealth in the hands of the few 

vas destructive of the progress of the whole 

people. In spite of the fact that we have had 

magnificent crops, we hear cries of hard times 

and talk ofa panic, when prosperity should 

abound on every side. He said there was 

great necessity and demand for relief in re- 

gard to the tariff question. 

“The people are demanding relief,“ said 

Mr. Hemphill, and they are going to

ONE BILL ACTED ON YESTERDAY, 


ANOTHER FOR TODAY, 


The Seed Cotton bill 
HowelPs Decision on the Amendment 
to the Senatorial Amendment. 


Yesterday was an active day in the house. 

And what was done made the session an in- 
teresting one. 

There is lots of work before the assembly, 
but Mr. Atkinson’s resolution introduced yes- 
terday to allow no more bills to be introduced 
after August 5th, will, if passed, have a ten- 
dency to shorten the session. 

That Cotton Bill No More.” 

Mr. Lumsden, of White, thought the house 
should reconsider its action on the cotton bill 
which changed the time during which seed 
cotton could not be sold from sunset to sun- 
rise, to August Ist to December 20th, and ac- 

cordingly moved its reconsideration. 

This motion caused much discussion, and 
was strongly opposed by several members. 

Mr. Smith, of Greene, opposed any such 
step, as he thought the bill a most unjust and 
violent measure, and that it would opprers a 
certain class of citizens who deserved faver 
able legislation as much as ethers. 

Lectured Crawford made a strong speech 
against any such action and thought the. meas- 
ure most oppressive, and thatif any legisla- 
tion on this subject was needed, some more 
equitable measure should be formed. 

Those who favored a reconsideration were 
Mr. Lumsden, of White, and Mr. Barrett, of 
Pike. Mr. Barrett thought this legislation 
mecessary to protect many farmers who were 
suffering from thieves, who stole the cotton at 
nicht and sold it jast after sunrise in the morn- 
ing. 

On the call of the yeas and nays the motion 
Was lost, and the bill will probably be heard 
of no more during this session. 

Dry in the Country. 

The bill prohibiting the sale of liquor or in- 
toxicants within three miles of any church or 
schoolhouse fin tlie state, which by unanimous 
consent was deferred until yesterday, was 
taken up again yesterday morning, and after 
some discussion the senate amendments to the 
bill were agreed to. 

Under the provisions of this bill, which now 
only awaits the signature of the governor to 
become a law, it will be unlawful to sell liquors 
or other intoxicating drinks within three miles 
of any church or schoolhouse in the state of 
Georgia, incorporated towns, however, being 
excepted from the provisions of the bill! 

It will be remembered that the Dill 
was under discussion, day before yester- 
day, and an interesting and unusual point 
of parliamentary law having arisen which was 
mot carried by the rules of the house, the Dill 
was postponed for a day at the suggestion of 
the speaker in order that legislative precedent 
governing such a point might be more thor- 
oughly investigated. 

The point involved was in the right of the 
house toamend a senate amendment to a 
house bill, by introducing features not germane 
to the senate amendment. 

The bill was one of the house, and having 
been amended in the senate, it came back to 
the house for concurrence in the senate amend- 
ments. 

In his ruling yesterday the speaker held 
that, whil@ there was no doubt that a senate 
amendment to a house measure could be 
amended on its return to the house, that such 
second amendment of the house must be either 
consequent to, or constructive of, the senate 
amendment, and that it could not seek to 
amend or modify other features than those 
limited by the senate amendment. In sustaining 
his decision he quoted from Cushing, who, in 
his Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies“ limits such second amendments to 
such as are immediately consequent upon 
amendments of the other house, which have 
been agreed to and absolutely necessary for 
carrying them into effect.” The chair there- 
fore ruled out of order all amendments that 
were not confined to the purpose of the senate 
amendments. 

Mr. Broadnax, of Walton, had intgoduced 
an amendment to the senate amendment. Mr. 
Broadnax’s amendment provided that the bill 
should not apply to distilleries. This amend- 
ment was proposed to the senate amendment 
striking out the words ‘‘schoolhouses and 
churches within,“ in the sentence ‘‘school- 
houses and churches within incorporated 
towns.” As the senate amendment left 
the section, the sale of liquor was 
prohibited within a radius of three miles of 
any church or schoolhouse in the state, in- 
corporated towns excepted. 

The distillery amendment, and others of 
similar import, being out of order as not being 
consequent to or constructive of the senate 
amendment, discussion then turned as to dis- 
agreeing to the senate amendment, which 
would have had the effect of putting the bill 
Into the hands of a conference committee by 
which it could have been so amended as to 
make the distillery exception. 

Mr. Atkinson favored the course of putting 
the bill into the hands of a conferenee com- 
mittee. He was in favor of the bill, but 
thought it excessive when it did not except 
distilleries. He spoke also of the large 
amount of fruit which would go to waste each 
year, unless it could be converted into wines 
and liquors. He was opposed tothe bill as it 
stood. 

Mr. Huff thought the original intent of the 
bill was to exempt distilleries, and said if it 
did not, it would allowan unjust confiscation 
of private * He said be 
voted for bin under a mis- 
1 oa was in favor 
of reconsidering it. Public distilleries 
had to sell at the still in original packages, and 
where this privilege was abrogated, private 
property would be confiscated. 

Mr. Berner wanted the bill to stand as it 
was, and thought that the distilleries could re- 
move to the incorporated towns. 

Mr. Maxwell, of the temperance comniittee, 
thought that the bill should apply to distil- 
leries as well as barrooms. He said that this 


was the only stepping stone to removin 
liquor entirely om the state, — 
that was what he favored, He said 
this was commencing at the tail of

Mr. Boifeuillet thought the measure exces- 
sive, and that it ought to exempt distilleries. 
Thus the merits of the measure were generally 
discussed, but the motion to disagree failed.

A CONDUCTOR MEETS WITH iA SERI- | 


OUS ACCIDENT 


And Several Others Arc Injured—The Affair 
Due to a Slippery Track, Down 
Which a Dummy Slides. 


The heavy rain of yesterday morning was re- 


sponsible for a serious accident. 

Through a wet, slippery track three persons 
were hurt, and one of them will forever bear 
the evidences of his injuries. 

At 12 o’clock the dummy for Grant park 
left town with two cars—one for the park, the 
rear one bound for the soldiers’ home. Behind 
it, according to the hourly schedule, was the 
Decatur train. 

When the dummy in front reached the 
curve at the cemetery leading to Grant 
park, the rear car was unceupled and left 
standing. A dummy which had been waiting 
backed up to carry the car to the soldiers’ home. 
W. D. Wilson, the conductor, was standing 
ready to make the coupling, when suddenly 
the engineer, Joe Lovers, called to him to 
jump out ol the way. 
him and in an instant there was a heavy crash 
and he was thrown beneath the car. 

His right leg was cutoff just above the 
ankle, and his head cut and bruised. 
the greatest care, he was extricated and placed 
on the grass near the fence, and Dr. Collier, 
who lives near by, summoned. It was then 

iscovered that two others were injured. 

Mrs. H. F. Underwood, a lady residing near 
Faith’s park, had her shoulder badly bruised, 
and it was thought her arm was broken. Suf- 
fering greatly, she was carried to her home. 
Reuben Batler, a negro, had his neck severely 
cut, and though it bled profusely, it was bound 
up and he walked off to his home. 

When Dr. Collier came, the wounded con- 
ductor was cared for!until an ambulance ar- 
rived. He was then taken to Dr. Westmore- 
land’s office, his leg amputated, his wounds 
about the face dressed, and he was removed to 
129 Thompson street, where he lives with his 
mother and brother. 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

In the meanwhile a large crowd began gath- 
ering and it was easily seen how the accident 
happened. 

J. N. Dukes, the engineer in charge of the 
Decatur train, was coming on the down grade, 
just behind the waitng car. Here the incline 
is heavy and Dukes applied the breaks to step 
his train. Thetrack was slippery and the 
dummy, scarcely lessening its speed, slid down 
and struck the car in front of it. * 

The front of the dummy was 
smashed in and quickly everyone jumped out. 
Among the passengers was Thomas P. Hill. 
He assisted the wounded ones, but when he 
came to Wilson, the sight was too much, and 
he fell into the mud in a dead faint. He was 
carried back into town, prostrated. 

Otherwise all of those hurt were in the sol- 
dicrs’ home car, where there were five or six 
occupants. Bound for Decatur were fully thirty 
passengers. 

A. peculiar feature of the collision was the 
damage to the car that recéived the shock. On 
the end where it was struck there was not the 
slightest injury. Where it collided with its 
own dummy the platform was almost torn off 
and the windows broken into pieces. 

It was not until 2 o’clock that everything 
was cleared away. The wrecked car was then 
sidetracked and the schedule run as before. @ 


THE ENCAMPMENT INVESTIGATION. 


The Resolution Is In the House and May 
Come Up Today. 

Senator Callaway’s resolution directing the 
appointment of a joint committee to investi- 
gate the expenditure of the $25,000 set apart 
for this year’s encampment of the state troops 
at Chickamauga, passed the senate early on 
Tuesday. It was ordered immediately trans- 
ferred to the bouse. 

The usual custom is to engross the original 
resolution and send the engrossed copy to the 
house, retaining the original; but if the origi- 
nal is of considerable length and immediate 
transmission is ordered, the original is itself 
sent over and the engrossed copy made after- 
wards by the senate clerks and substituted. 

In this case the proceedings were slow and 
orderly. The engrossed copy was made out 
and sent over to the house yester- 
day, but no action was taken in that 
body. It is stated that under the house rules, 
the resolution will go to the house calendar 
and be taken up only in its order unless the 
rules are suspended upon motion of a member. 
No such motion was made yesterday, but Sen- 
ator Callaway said an attempt will be made to 
call it up today.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 29.— The stock market today 
had more of a professional look and was narrower than 
during the last few days, while on the whole it dis- 
played a weak tone, though here and there strong 
stocks were found. The bears were inactive except in 
Burlington, Northern Pacific preferred, Louisville and 
St. Paul, while a few specialties like Tennessee Coal 
scored material declines on small transactions. 

Today’s market was excessively narrow, four stocks 
furnishing by far the greater portion of the business 
done, and the movements in these stocks gave charac- 
ter to the whole list. Traders raided the leading stocks 
making a weak opening, but the extent of the decline 
was insignificant outside of three or four stocks, and 
the temper of the market continued rather unsettled 
throughout the day, though showing a weak feeling 
during most of the time. The bears attacked the dif- 
ferent stocks in turn, and each yielded materially be- 
fore the pressure was removed, so that while the final 
changes in most of the list are confined to small frac- 
tions a few active shares suffered large losses for 
the day. The earlier efforts were aimed at Burlington 
and Northern Pacific preferred, but Louisville, Lack- 
awanna and finally St. Paul and Chicago Gas felt the 
pressure to sell. There were frequent small rallies, 
but no material progress was made toward higher 
figures in any of them,and the market finally closed 
dull but weak at or near the lowest prices of the day.

NEW YORK, July 29.—The stock market has acted 
weak today and there ‘has probably been 
considerable selling of long stock in  addi- 
tion to the usual hammering tactics of 
the bear party.

THE CHICAGO MARKET 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, July 2%.—The wheat market was 
wobbly today. The news was not of a character to 
give it a decided impetus in either direction, so it 
veered up and down within comparatively narrow 
limits, according to the temporary temper of the pit, 
closing near the lowest prices of the day. December 
opened at 90%4e, against 90'4c at the close yesterday. 
There was a weak tendency for a time, but good buy 
ing soon gave the market a turn upward, December 
advancing to 90%;¢, the top price of the day. The 
sealping crowd was, as a rule, disposed to sell. For a 
time offerings were readily absorbed and the feeling 
kept firm, but they finally. became too heavy for the 
bulls, and, the late cables showing some appearance of 
weakness abroad, the market began to wo¥ble. Then 
came Bradstreet, reporting an increase of 14,525,000 
bushels in the available supply last week, and some of 
the leading houses turned sellers. There was a spasm 
of weakness, under which December fell to so ue. 
Private advices brought a strong London market, 
firmer in Paris, and very unfavorable weather in Rus- 
sia, and large export buying at New York, and the 
shorts began to cover, sending December back to 90 Kc. 
The advance was only temporary, however, as later 
public cables contradicted the reported strength on the 
continent. In the afternoon there was considérable 
pressure to sell, but as the big buyers had filled up and 
withdrawn, it was very difficult to place it, and weak- 
ness was the result. December sold off to 89% % and 
closed at 89}4c, a loss of lc compared with yesterday’s 
olose. 

Corn was weak early owing to an excess of selling 
orders over the demand. Continued fine weather in- 
duced the longs to throw over their holdings, especial- 
ly in view of the fact that the shorts had about cov- 


4 ereddtheif deals. Starting at 56@58%c September sold 


off to 57@57%c and rested for a time at 57 ,. Later, 
on wheat making a partial recovery, corn rallied some, 
September selling back to 58'4c, then broke to 57\c. 
There was a little spurt in July, caused by an attempt 
to cover a small short line, and it sold from 6ligc to 
64c, while September was on the down grade. There 
was a reaction later, and it sold to 6?c and closed at 
630. In the afternoon September was very weak, and 
it finally touched 563¢c. Selling against puts, disposed 
of yesterday at 57 ge, demoralized the market when it 
reached that figure. Toward the close there was a 
rally and the close was at 57\4c, against 68% c yesterday. 

Oats were weak during most of the session in sym- 
pathy with wheat and corn because of rather heavy 
receipts, of which 160 cars were new. 

Provisions were weak in sympathy with the grains 
during a considerable portion of the day. The open- 
ing for pork was slightly lower than yesterday’s close, 
but the loss was quickly recovered. Then there was a 
recession to a point 180 below the opening, followed 
by an advance to the highest point of the day, and 
then another decline to medium figures, ae which it 
closed, Lard and ribe were somewhat firmer, and 
closed at about top figures.

CHICAGO, July 29.—Cables reporting markets 
abroad were very irregular.
